To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  and  Port  of  Folkestone. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  medical  aspect  of  the  work  at  the 
Port  of  Folkestone  for  1972,  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Form 
Port  20. 

For  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  one  boat  arrived  daily  from  Calais 
but  on  27th  May  saw  the  commencement  of  the  summer  service  which  gradually  built 
up  until  eight  boats  a day  were  arriving  between  5.25  a.m.  and  9.20  p.m.  B.S.T. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  five  boats  were  arriving  daily  compared  with  one  during  the 
previous  year.

*These  boats  continued  to  arrive  at  approx,  the  same  time  even  after 
the  end  of  British  Summer  Time  on  28th  October,  1972. 

The  harbour  was  closed  on  Christmas  Day. 

During  the  year  10  boats  were  diverted  to  Dover  and  17  services  cancelled 
for  various  reasons,  i.e.,  rough  seas  in  the  channel,  mechanical  failures,  strikes 
or  "go  slow"  policy  of  seamen,  etc. 

Examinations  continued  to  be  carried  out  in  the  purpose-built  medical  inspection 
rooms  which  form  part  of  the  combined  terminal  building  at  the  Folkestone  Harbour. 
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With  the  building  of  a new  car  ferry  terminal  and  the  commencement  of 
services  operated  by  Sealink  with  two  new  multi-purpose  ships  the  number  of 
arriving  vessels  carrying  immigrants  was  1,414  and  showed  an  increase  of  569 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

All  passenger  boats  were  either  met  by  a doctor  and/or  nurse-attendant,  or 
members  of  the  medical  staff  available  ’on  call*,  and  during  the  year  a total 
1,356  attendances  were  made  compared  with  747  in  1971. 

The  number  of  passengers  passing  through  the  Port  during  the  year  was  1,023,900; 
this  is  an  increase  of  140,224  compared  with  the  previous  year.

The  aliens  continued  to  come  mainly  from  Italy,  France,  Spain,  Switzerland 
and  Yugoslavia  and  of  those  examined  1,042  had  Ministry  of  Labour  permits,  29  were 
immigrants,  64  visitors,  2 permanent  residents  and  4 others. 

The  men  were  mainly  for  employment  as  labourers  and  to  work  in  hotels  and  the 
catering  trade.  The  women  came  as  domestics,  assistant  hospital  nurses  and  ward 
orderlies;  also  included  were  students  and  families  coming  to  join  aliens  already 
working  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

During  1972  the  number  of  certificates  issued  on  Form  Port  12  was  31  compared 
with  36  the  previous  year. 

Eleven  aliens  were  refused  permission  to  land  by  the  Chief  Immigration  Officer 
on  purely  medical  grounds;  seven  being  classified  as  persons  of  unsound  mind  or 
mentally  defective,  two  as  undesirable  for  medical  reasons  and  one  each  for 
’inability  to  support’  and  ’likely  to  require  medical  attention*.  Three  were  from 
Germany,  three  from  Italy  and  one  each  from  America,  France,  Iran,  Israel  and  Spain.

The  immigrants  came  mainly  from  Australia,  Pakistan  and  India. 
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Five  Forms  Port  23  were  issued  in  respect  of  Commonwealth  immigrants 
compared  with  four  in  1971.  Two  of  the  immigrants,  although  reported  as  *likely 
to  require  major  medical  treatment*,  were  refused  permission  to  land  but  not 
purely  for  medical  reasons. 

Fifty-six  passengers  were  referred  for  exsimination  and  treatment  as  necessary. 
Eight  were  referred  to  the  local  hospital,  two  admitted  to  other  hospitals  and 
one  to  the  mental  hospital  at  Chartham;  an  Iranian  immigrant  aged  43,  suffering 
from  influenza  and  bronchitis,  was  admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital. 
Thirty-four  were  allowed  to  proceed  on  their  journey  and  ten  to  their  own  family 
doctor. 

Twenty-one  members  of  ships'  crews  and  harbour  staff  also  received  medical 
attention.  Four  were  referred  to  local  hospitals,  five  to  their  own  doctor  and 
twelve  given  first  aid  treatment  and  allowed  to  return  to  work. 

Staff: 

Dr.  G.D.S.  Briggs  and  Dr.  M.Y.  Read  were  issued  with  Warrants  of  Appointment 
as  Medical  Inspectors  of  Aliens  and  Commonwealth  Immigrants,  and  Mrs.  C.H.  Oakes 
and  Mrs.  D.J.  Curtis  joined  the  staff  as  Nurse-Attendants. 


In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Medical  and 
Nursing  staff  at  the  Harbour,  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Immigration  and  Customs 
Officers,  Mr.  R.  Wood  (Port  Master)  together  with  other  members  of  the  harbour 
and  ships’  staff  for  their  unfailing  and  effective  co-operation.

As  part  of  the  cross-channel  car  ferry  services  operated  by  Sealink  a new  car 
ferry  terminal  was  built  at  Folkestone  and  an  intensive  service  commenced  on  16th 
June,  1972;  it  was  operated  by  two  new  multi-purpose  ships,  the  Hengist  and  the  Horsa 
sailing  to  and  from  Boulogne,  Calais  and  Ostend.  In  the  second  half  of  the  year 
these  two  ships  alone  made  a total  of  650  in-coming  trips.

Hydrants  and  hosepipes  periodically  flushed  through.  Two  water  samples 
from  hydrants  were  satisfactory.

SECTION  VI  - Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  1970. 

(1)  List  of  Infected  Areas  (Regulation  6). 

A list  of  infected  areas  has  been  prepared  and  is  amended  by  taking  into 
account  information  from  the  Weekly  Epidemiological  Record  issued  by  the  World 
Health  Organisation,  Geneva. 

Extracts  from  these  records  were  sent  weekly  by  post  to  the  Chief  Officers 
concerned  at  the  Folkestone  Harbour,  including  the  Superintendent  of  the  new 
Trinity  House  Pilot  Station  which  is  adjacent  to  the  harbour;  they  were  also 
supplied  with  relevant  information  received  from  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

Maps  showing  the  areas  concerned  are  maintained  in  the  medical  inspection 
room  at  the  Harbour  and  also  in  the  main  office  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 

(2)  Radio  Messages  (Regulations  13  and  14(1) (a)  and  (2)). 

(a)  Arrangements  for  sending  permission  by  radio  for  ships  to  enter  the 
district  is  done  through  the  radio  station  which  is  controlled  by  the  Harbour 
Authorities,  viz.,  British  Railways  Marine  Department  (Headquarters  at  Dover). 

(b)  All  vessels  normally  using  the  Port  are  equipped  with  radio  transmitting 
apparatus  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  notification  to  be  made  to  the 
Health  Authority  by  a member  of  the  Port  Master’s  Department  of  any  person  on 
board  who  is  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease  or  any  other  similar 
circumstances,  in  order  that  action  thereon  may  be  taken  by  the  Port  Medical 

Of  f icer . 

(3)  Notification  otherwise  than  by  Radio  (Regulation  14(l)(b)). 

This  Port  has  no  signalling  station  but  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Trinity  House  Pilot  Station  arrangements  would  be  made 
to  get  such  notification  through  in  an  emergency. 

All  vessels  met  by  H.M.  Customs  and  Port  Health  Inspectors. 

(4)  Mooring  Stations  (Regulations  22-30). 


(a)  Within  the  Docks:  Their  place  of  mooring,  discharge  or  loading. 

(b)  Outside  the  Docks:  A point  one  mile  South  by  West  of  Harbour  Pier  head. 

No  standing  directions  issued  but  action  taken  would  be  in  accordance 
with  these  Regulations.

In  accordance  with  Sections  31  and  37  of  the  Public  Health 
(Ships)  Regulations,  1970.  Names  and  addresses  would  be  taken  and 
forwarded  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  areas  to  which  the  contacts 
were  proceeding. 

(c)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing  and  other 
articles : 

No  facilities  exist  for  cleansing  of  persons  on  the  Harbour 
but  public  baths  are  available  under  the  auspices  of  the  Folkestone 
Corporation.  Ships'  quarters  disinfected  after  infection.  Clothing 
and  other  articles  submitted  to  steam  disinfection.

*A  girl  of  7 years,  who  was  returning  from  a fortnight’s  holiday  in  Palamos, 
and  had  a history  of  gastro-enteritis,  was  allowed  to  travel  by  taxi  with 
her  parents  to  their  home  in  Bournemouth. 

**An  Iranian  immigrant  aged  43,  whose  papers  were  not  in  order  and  had  been 
refused  permission  to  land  by  the  Immigration  Authorities,  was  subsequently 
confirmed  as  suffering  from  influenza  and  bronchitis  and  admitted  to  the 
Dover  Isolation  Hospital.

Cholera  in  Algeria  and  Morocco. 


Following  receipt  of  information  on  the  9th  August  from  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  that  27  cases  of  cholera  had  been  reported  in  Algeria 
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and  4 cases  in  Morocco,  arrangements  were  made  for  travellers  who  had  been  in  the 
infected  areas  during  the  previous  five  days  to  report  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
in  order  that  relevant  further  action  could  be  taken. 

It  was  understood  that  patients  were  only  mildly  affected  and  Morocco  was 
subsequently  declared  clear  of  infection  after  four  weeks. 

Smallpox  in  Yugoslavia. 


On  the  24th  March,  1972  information  was  received  from  Sir  George  E.  Godber, 

Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  that  following 
the  occurrence  of  eight  cases  of  smallpox  in  Yugoslavia  the  Province  of  Korsova  had 
been  declared  a local  infected  area. 

Arrangements  were  immediately  made  for  all  travellers  from  that  area  arriving 
at  the  Folkestone  Harbour  to  be  referred  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer.  Nine  such 
travellers  were  subsequently  examined  to  ensure  that  they  had  recently  been  vaccinated 
against  smallpox.  ^

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SECTION  XVlll  - Routine  Supervision. 

Information  supplied  by  L.  H.  Vale,  Esq.,  Chief  Public  Health  and  Food 
Inspector  for  the  Borough  and  Port  of  Folkestone. 

The  new  roll-on  roll-off  terminal  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1972 
and  regular  arrivals  of  large  vehicular  containers  of  foodstuffs,  all  of  which 
are  subject  to  control  by  the  Port  Health  Inspectorate  under  the  Imported  Food 
Regulations,  1968  commenced  immediately.  From  the  outset  the  general  policy 
of  the  department  has  been  to  carry  out  100%  inspection  of  all  incoming  food 
at  Folkestone  and  avoid  recourse  to  health  clearance  at  inland  destinations,  and 
to  achieve  this  appropriate  office  and  examination  facilities  were  constructed 
at  the  Harbour  terminal  including  a cold  store  which  is  large  enough  to 
accommodate  the  complete  contents  of  a container  for  inspection  purposes. 

The  policy  has  been  effectively  maintained  and  food  traffic  going  forward 
for  inland  health  clearance  constituted  only  6%  of  the  total  arrivals  being 
restricted  to  vehicles  where  Importers  specifically  requested  that  sealed 
containers  be  permitted  to  proceed  to  inland  destinations  for  Custom  clearance 
and  it  was  appropriate  for  health  clearance  to  be  similarly  deferred. 

In  all  such  cases  it  is  the  statutory  responsibility  of  the  Duty  Port  Health 
Inspector  to  forthwith  notify  the  health  authority  of  the  relevant  inland 
authority  and  this  obligation  was  unfailingly  discharged.  100%  inspection  and/or 
control  of  all  imported  foodstuffs  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.

2.  Bacteriological  Samples. 

10  carcases  of  frozen  rabbits  from  The  Peoples  Republic  of  China  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  appraisal.  The  results  showed  that  the  meat  was 
free  from  pathogenic  organisms  and  the  total  bacterial  count  was  within  acceptable 
limits. 

2 samples  of  frozen  processed  prawns  from  Malaysia  were  also  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  with  similarly  acceptable  results. 
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(3)  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1950  - Importation  of  Dogs  and  Cats  Order,  1928-1970. 

The  department  is  charged  with  enforcement  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals 
Act  and  the  associated  Orders  relating  to  importation  of  animals; grave  concern 
arose  during  the  period  under  review  in  connection  with  illegal  entry  of  cats 
and  dogs  through  Folkestone  Harbour,  as  a result  of  which  joint  consultations 
were  held  with  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise,  British  Rail  (Shipping)  and  the  British  Transport 
Police  Authority.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  was  to  clarify  the  procedure 
to  be  operated  in  order  to  ensure  strict  compliance  with  relevant  statutory 
provisions. 

The  outcome  was  that  any  cat  or  dog  arriving  at  Folkestone  without  the 
necessary  statutory  licence  is  detained  on  board  the  vessel  concerned  until 
satisfactory  and  approved  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  owner  for  the 
animal  to  be  transferred  immediately  to  a licensed  Quarantine  Establishment 
by  a carrier  licensed  for  the  transport  of  such  animals;  or  the  animal  in 
question  is  returned  to  the  port  of  embarkation.  The  only  alternative  is  for 
the  animal  to  be  destroyed  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

It  is  generally  agreed  by  all  concerned  that  interpretation  of  the  Order 
relating  to  Importation  of  Dogs  and  Cats  has  been  clarified,  and  implementation 
of  the  regulatory  requirements  when  illegal  landings  of  such  animals  are  at 
issue  has  been  effectively  standardised. 
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
